President .Johnson accepted. the 
commission's proposal with, re- 
gard lp Executive and , Judicial 
salaries, but -at the urging of 
many Congressmen, he scaled 
down the rceonimcrrdcd"^oiaryjjOf 
Members of Congress from" $50,- 
000 per annum to the figure of 
$42,500. At the same time, the 
President approved the recom- 
mended salaries of §60,000 for 
Cabinet officers, $05,000 for Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court, and 
increases for other Executive 
and Judicial officers at figures 
substantially above those which 
were previously paid. Indeed, 
Cabinet officers' salaries were in- 
creased from $35,000 to $60,000. 
At about the same time the sal- 
ary of the President of the United 
States was doubled from $100,000 
to $200,000! " 

There is a basic disagreement 
on the pari of many Members of 
the Congress regarding the man- 
ner in which these salary in- 
creases have been enacted. It 
has been the view of this Mem- 
ber of Congress, as well as many 
others, that Congressional salary 
levels should be established in- 
dependently of Executive and Ju- 
dicial salaries. However, it is 
argued by the proponents of the 
legislation which resulted in 
the Kappel Commission thai 
Congressional salary decisions 
should be taken out of the hands 
of Congress, and that for many 
years prior lo 1967 Congressional 
salary levels were far below 
those to which Members of Con- 
gress were entitled. ^ 

One' other difficulty that af- 
fects Congressional salaries is 
the recognized need to pay sal- 
aries to persons attracted to po- 
sitions in the Executive branch 
which are comparable to those 
paid in private industry. As it 
turns out, Congressional salaries 
arc still below the level of those 
paid to Assistant Secretaries and 
other lower level officials in the 
Executive branch. It is quite 
doubtful that the Congress, or any 
commission created by it, would 
downgrade Congressional salaries 
below that which has been done, 
while- Executive branch salaries 
rise to attract- highly qualified 
personnel. 

There may be some consolation 
in this assurance from Congress- 
man Morris K. Udall of Arizona, 
Chief Sponsor of the 1907 Salary 
Reform Act under- which the 
recent increases were established! 
Congressman Udall has declared: 

". ., . in all probability no in- 
crease of such proportions as this 
will eve? again be necessary. Re- 
leased from a system which al- 
lowed only six pay increases in 
104 years, congressional pay can 
be adjusted- in; small amounts as 
changes. in our economy war' 
rant,". ' © . ■--

This 
mokes It a sneaky killer that even 
in small amounts con cause dizzi- 
ness, nausea and slow a driver's 
reaction time to the point that an 
accident -might result. 

"In large amounts, of course, 
carbon monoxide is fatal, as too 
often has been' demonstrated by 
deaths if has caused. 

"Warning \ symptoms of carbon 
monoxide poisoning include drow- 
siness,, headache, poor coordina- 
tion -and, faulty vision.
